EXCERCISE “SNOW CHINTHE TWO” 


Lessons learned on the Exercise 
"Snow Chinthe Two" are now be¬ 
ing studied at Western Command. 
The maneuver — which was the 
largest training exercise to be held 
in Canada this winter — was a 
joint Army-RCAF venture designed 
to test the staffs of both services 
in the event of an emergency. Also 
exercised were soldiers of the 2nd 
Battalion Princess Patricia's Can¬ 


adian Light Infantry, commanded 
by Lt. Col. C. J. A. Hamilton, Bran¬ 
don, Man.

Feature of the exercise was a 
parachute drop by 150 soldiers of 
the Patricias air-borne company 
together with their equipment and 
ammunition. The drop was made 
in good weather from C-119 Fly¬ 
ing Boxcars of the RCAF. There 
were only minor injuries. 

As the story developed, the sol¬ 
diers gained initial success and 
men the Airforce brought in the 
rest of the battalion, flying some 
60 sorties to do so. Featured on 
Lie airlift was the new giant four 
enygine turbo - prop ''Hercules'' 
aircraft which landed and took off 
effortlessly on the camp airstrip 
which is little more than a stubble 
field. 

Living out under field conditions 
in winter proved to be compar¬ 
atively little trouble to the tough 
infantrymen, although by the end 
of the week-long exercise they 
were tiring as an active enemy 
gave them little or no sleep. 

Co-directors of the exercise were 
Maj. Gen. Geoffrey Walsh, the 
general officer commanding West¬ 
ern Command and Group Capt. 
R. O. Shaw, commandant of the 
Canadian Joint Air Training Cen¬ 
ter at Rivers, Man., who acted for 
the Air Officer Commanding Air 
Transport Command, Ai r Commo¬ 
dore F. S. Carpenter. 

In all, 15 aircraft from RCAF 
units participated, coming from 
Rockcliffe, Ont., Downsview, Ont., 
RCAF Station Namao, near Ed¬ 
monton, and the Joint Air School 
at Rivers, Man.

DEVELOP NEW SHELL 


for future co-operative efforts in 
the armament field," he said. 

The improved shell represents 
the marriage of a hollow-based 
projectile design conceived by 
Canadian engineers and the sub¬ 
stitution. as the U. S. contribution, 
of a high strength cast iron for 
forged steel to produce the shell 
body. 


Through the joint efforts of U. S. 
Army Ordnance engineers at Pica 
dinny Arsenal at Dover, N. J., De¬ 
fence Research Board scientists 
and Canadian Army egineers at 
the Canadian Armament Research 
and Development Establishment 
(CARDE) at Valcartier, Quebec, a 
new artillery shell for use in how¬ 
itzers, has been developed. The 
new shell is capable of a substan¬ 
tially greater range than present 
standard shells fired from the same 
weapon.

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MORE EDUCATION ON 
TELEVISIONjCHANNELS 


Educators today recognize the 
advantages ol classroom television 
for elementary and high school 
subjects, and the usefulness of 
closed circuit television to teach 
subjects in medicine and dentistry. 
However, the giving of university 
credit courses on channel televi¬ 
sion is still in its infancy in Can¬ 
ada. To date, only three univer¬ 
sities have indicated that they 
have launched such programs. 
These are Toronto, McMaster and 
Laurentian (Sudbury) universities. 
A test run is being made by the 
University of Saskatchewan where 
credit will be given to one student 
only. This will help the university 
determined the feasibility of future 
credit courses on a broader scale. 

A number of colleges and uni¬ 
versities queried by "Canadian 
Business", say that committees are 
presently studying the possibility 
of initiating such courses. 

Here is what the universities 
report: 

University of Toronto 

University of Toronto in its Live 
and Learn program, is offering TV 
lectures as a formal part of the 
work leading to the B.A. degree. 
This applies to General Course 
students registered in Russian. 

Enrolment in the TV course ie 
limited to 50 regular students. They 
meet in groups of 25 for a two- 
hour tutorial class at the univer 
sity every second week. These stu¬ 
dents pay the regular fee, com¬ 


plete weekly exercises and write 
the same examination as the other 
students taking Russian. These 
courses which began in November 
1960, consist of 48 half-hour lec¬ 
tures by two members of the dep¬ 
artment of Slavic studies, Professor 
Maya Jenkins and George Harjan. 
They are carried over the Cana¬ 
dian Broadcasting Corporation, Tor¬ 
onto channel from noon to 12:30 
p. m. every Saturday and Sunday. 

This instruction program has met 
with great approval throughout the 
university and community. Over 
1,200 persons have purchased text 
books and television guides. Three 
supplementary credit and non-cre¬ 
dit tutorial classes in Russian have 
also been based on the TV ins¬ 
truction. 

Previous series in the Live and 
Learn program have dealt with 
psychology, physics, French litera¬ 
ture and geology. 

University of Toronto Commit¬ 
tee has been active since 1952 and 
with a second Toronto television 
channel, expects to embark on 
other educational series. 

McMaster University 

McMaster's Extension Department 
inaugurated its first credit course 
over Channel 11 early last Janu¬ 
ary. Introductory Biology is the 
course with TV lectures delivered 
by Dr. Herman Kleerekoper, pro¬ 
fessor of zoology at the univer¬ 
sity. Lectures are televised on 
Monday, Wednesday and Friday

The series totalling 60 lectures will 
run until May. 

Slides and visual aids are used 
extensively by Dr. Kleerekoper to 
illustrate his lectures. Included in 
the course is a treatment of some 
of the fundamental principles in 
biology and a discussion on cells 
and their properties, the circula¬ 
tory, respiratory and digestive sys¬ 
tems, the principles of muscle func¬ 
tion, and the sensory organs. Other 
lectures will deal with evolution 
and heredity. 

Viewers who register for the 
course will also attend Saturday 
morning seminars at the univer¬ 
sity every three weeks and will 
write their examinations in June. 
Textbook costs $6.75 and a $75.00 
j fee is charged for the course. Re- 
I gistration is limited to 200 students. 

In all, nine university courses 
| will be given on the Channel 11 
Life and Learning series. In addi¬ 
tion to the credit course in biology 
the following subjects will be 
given: geography, philosophy, psy¬ 
chology, geology, mathematics, en¬ 
gineering and political economy. 

If this TV experiment is success¬ 
ful, further television credit courses 
I will be considered. 

Laurentian University of Sudbury 

Laurentian University inaugura¬ 
ted its first televised university 
courses for credits on October 18, 
1960, over CKSO Channel 5, Sud¬ 
bury and CKSO's satellite station i 
Channel 3 in Elliot Lake. Courses 
offered are unique in that they 
are televised in both English and 
French. Economics is given in 
English, by professors Rev. L. Mi¬ 
chaud, S.J.; Jacques Peltier and 
Cedric Rubin'. French literature is | 
given in French by Rev. Andre j 
Girouard, S.J. Each course covers i 
one hour per week, one-half hour 
on Wednesday morning and one- 
half hour on Saturday morning. 

Students who have registered for 
these courses come from all over 
the district and as far away as 
Blind River and Elliot Lake, 100 
miles from Sudbury. In all, 30 
students have registered. Every 
month they write a test, present 
essays and ask questions. 

In accordance with the expe¬ 
rience elsewhere, the university 
finds that hundreds of people are 
following these courses for their 
own enjoyment and not for cre¬ 
dits. In view of the success of 
these courses, the university is 
i planning future programs of a 
similar nature. 

University of Saskatchewan 

For the past 6 years, the Univer¬ 
sity of Saskatchewan has worked 
in co-operation with CFQC-TV in 
the production of educational pro¬ 
grams, but not carrying credits. 
Last year CFQC-TV produced a 
13-week series of half-hour pro¬ 
grams entitled Prelude to Space, 
assisted by the university's depart¬ 
ment of physics. Because of the 
northern location of the university, 
information can be collected and! 


collated on the phenomenon of i 
the aurora. 

Another university project, Dra¬ 
ma and Television, has been un¬ 
dertaken by a senior student of 
the drama department. He will be 
granted a class credit mark at 
the end of the university term, the 
grade of mark to be determined 
by the success of the project. Its 
purpose will be to help the uni¬ 
versity decide on the feasibility of 
introducing study material on tele¬ 
vision to enrolled students of the 
department in future years. CF¬ 
QC-TV has made its staff and faci¬ 
lities available to the university 
at no cost. 

A committee of the university 
council is presently studying tele¬ 
vision and radio with a view to 
making recommendations concern¬ 
ing possible university credit cour¬ 
ses and general university interest 
in the subject. 

University of Montreal 

University of Montreal is not at 
the moment giving any credit cour¬ 
ses on television. However, it is 
seriously exploring the uses of 
television for the dissemination of 
education in the province, but this 
is in a preliminary stage and de¬ 
tails are not yet available. 

Mount Allison University 

Mount Allison does a great deal 
of non-credit work on both radio 
and television. However, the ex¬ 
tension committee will shortly be 
discussing the possibility of an in¬ 
troductory course in sociology for 
credit over the local Moncton radio 
station in 1961-62. 

University of Ottawa 

Here possibility of using televi¬ 
sion for credit courses is very 
much in mind. The university has 
indicated to both the CBC and the 
proprietors of the new private tele- 
vvision station in Ottawa its readi-! 
ness to collaborate with them in 
any project they might have to 
that end. 

University of New Brunswick 

University of New Brunswick 
does 'not have any credit courses 
on television. Nevertheless, it has 
been giving considerable thought 
and study to the possibility of en¬ 
gaging in this kind of instruction 
in the Saint John area and it hopes 
to have discussions with CHSJ-TV 
early in 1961. 

University of Waterloo 

From time to time the University 
of Waterloo has considered the 
possibility of some of its faculty! 
members lecturing on TV, but so 
far nothing of a concrete nature 
has developed. 

Waterloo's local station CKCO-TV 
has expressed a willingness to 
co-operate with the university, and 
it is believed that something may 
soon develop along these lines. 

University of Alberta 

University of Alberta is not pre¬ 
sently giving credit courses on 
television and it has no immedi¬ 
ate plans to do so. It has, how¬ 
ever, established a committee to 


make a thorough study of what 
the university should do with and 
about, television, and one aspect 
of the question that they have 
been asked to study is television 
courses for credit. No decision is 
expected to be reached until the 
end of spring.

OVERLOADING IS DANGEROUS 

Because there are so many types of small boats, specific advice 
to cover all contingencies about overloading is not practical. How 
many people may be safely carried depends on several factors: type 
of boat, distribution of passengers, distribution of materials being car¬ 
ried, etc. Common sense precautions should rate highly here.

The smoker who gives up smoking 
or the drinker who gives up drink¬ 
ing both gain physically and mate¬ 
rially from this "self denial." The 
lady who gives up candy loses 
weight and gains in vanity. 

We are Christians and, as such, 
Christ himself set the example foi 
us. What did He give up? His 
life — His time! Rather than give 
up He "took on" something: Some¬ 
thing which caused Him physical 
pain but spiritual gain. He took 
on His own shoulders the sins of 
mankind — He endured the cross. 

We may feel that, due to the 
weather or the time of day. attend 
ance at Church is a hardship bul 
this is one way we can follow in 
Christ's footsteps and grow in 
grace. We can all "take on" that 1 
little extra by making a special 
effort on Sunday mornings and on 
the Wednesday morning and eve¬ 
ning services during Lent; it will 
cost us a few minutes' sleep and 
a little discomfort but the spiritual 
gains are tremendous since it will 
bring us to think a little more about 
God and through this a little closer 
to Him. 

Let us all take a good look at 


the church calendar which heads 
this column and decide to build 
our schedule around it instead of 
deciding whether we can squeeze 
in a service or two between curl 
ing draws and dancing lessons. 
Let this be our Lenten duty, to at¬ 
tend the Chapel as often as there 
is a service to the Glory of God 
for the good of our immortal souls.

What is it? 

It is an undertaking by men ol 
the Army and Air Force Chapels 
to educate two young men from 
Nyasaland. 

Where is Nyasaland? 

It is a British Protectorate in 
Central Africa bordering on North¬ 
ern Rhodesia, Mozambique, and 
Tanganyika. David Livingstone, 
the famous missionary, doctor and 
explorer, first discovered the "Land 
of the Lake" (as it is called) in 
1859 and since then the mission¬ 
ary work of the Church of Scotland 
has become well established there 
Who are the Men? 

Their names are Elijah Mkhupela 
and Jackson Gomani. They are 18 
and 20 years of age and have 
been attending the Church of Scot 
land Mission School in Nyasaland 
They reached Grade X level and 
could go no further. So they came 
eventually to Canada altogether 
without funds, hoping to further 
their studies. The Directors of Army 
and Air Force Chaplaincy fell 
these young men should be helped 
and in a venture of faith under¬ 
took their further education. The 
Chapels across the country are be¬ 
ing asked to undertake this as a 
men's project. Look for a picture 
of these young men in the Bugle. 
Both are studying in Ottawa. Jack- 
son is studying mechanics and 
Elijah agriculture. They are doing 
very well. Jackson made 98% in 
an algebra test and felt he should 
have done better! He says mathe 
matics is an exact science — you 
either know it or you don't. Since 
he "only" made 98%, he felt he 
did not know it! 

What is the Project? 

An enve 
lope will be sent to heads of each 
Protestant family in camp for the 
contributions of the men.

Get Lost? 

Not Any More 

OTTAWA. — An automatic navi¬ 
gation aid, developed by the Can¬ 
adian Army for use in tanks and 
other military vehicles, will soon 
ensure soldiers against getting lost 
while manoeuvring in a strange 
country. 

The device, which instantly pro¬ 
vides the commanders of fighting 
vehicles with positional and navi¬ 
gational information, is called the 
Canadian Navigation Set, Land, 
ehicular, Cl —- or "Navaid", for 
short. 

The set will be of great assist¬ 
ance to troops travelling in veh¬ 
icles across featureless or poorly- 
mapped country. It will also en¬ 
able fighting vehicles to operate 
in darkness or fog without going 
off course. 

During the Second World War 
and the Korean conflict, many 
casualties resulted because com¬ 
manders of fighting vehicles some¬ 
times could not get a quick "fix" 
in unfamiliar terrain. Use of the 
new automatic navigation equip¬ 
ment will solve this old problem. 

"Navaid", operating on the 
principle of dead reckoning and 
requiring no radio assistance, in¬ 
dicates to the vehicle commander 
the vehicle's position as a nume¬ 
rical map reference and shows the 
heading as a bearing in degrees. 
A map board also displays the 
position and heading of the veh¬ 
icle as a spot of light on a stand¬ 
ard Army map for easy reference. 

The self-contained vehicle navi¬ 
gation set is now being procured 
for the 4th Canadian Infantry Bri¬ 
gade Group in Germany. 

OTTAWA. — Officers and men 
of Canada's armed forces, who 
serve in the Congo, will receive 
a special allowance of $100.00 a 
month in addition to their normal 
pay and allodances, the Depart 
ment of National Defence has an 
nounced recently. 

The special allowance is the 
same for all ranks and is retro¬ 
active to December 1st, 1960. 

At the present time the Can 
adian Army has some 280 soldiers 
serving in the Congo. The Royal 
Canadian Air Force has epprox- 
imately 30 officers and men sta¬ 
tioned there. This figure does not 
include the crews maintaining the 
RCAF airlift to and from the Congo
